A Method Which Has SnccesHttilly Stood 


the Test of Twenty-llvi- \I-UH. 


In his early experience Mr Iia Bai- 


ber, of New York, had experienced all 
the troubles that now come to so many 
in wintering, auel had tried all manners 
and places that appeared reasonable, 
but, 
as a rule, he lost fiom thirty to 


seventy-five per cent. He has now, for 
twenty-live years, been successful in 
vvmteiing his bees in a waim, damp 
cellar. He pieferred a waim atmos- 
phere because it was the bees' natuial 
element, and a damp one because thu 
bees were more ejuiet and healthier 
He took caps fiom the hives and with 
them paved the cellar bottom, and (hen 
set the hi\ es upon them, packing them 
closely together 
If the bees became 


uneasy and left tbo hive, they entered 
some other and no haim was done 
In a warm cellar, where the tempera- 
ture is from sivty degrees to ninety 
degrees, there is no discharge from the 
bees unless it is in a diy slate. The 
cellar must be closed, with no current 
of air passing through it to-aronse the 
bees 
A three-inch pipe at the top of 


the loom tuimshtd sufficient ventila- 
tion for two hundred colonies 
No up- 


ward ventilation is given the hiyes. 
The warm atmospherei disposed, of all 
the moisture arising 'from tire bees, 
hence no 
absorbents 
weres needed. 


The bees were put in the cellar before 
the advent of cold -weather and not 
taken out until there was something 
to do in the spring/ The bees were 
wintered upon natural stores and the 
pollen left in.—Farm, fteld and'Stock- 
VUUi.

d to statistical and other informationjln 
regard to the commercial, transportation, 
manufacturing, educational und other in- 
terests of these Stutes, and will prove a 
very interesting and valuable publication.. 
It will be by no means a mass of dry sta- 
tistical tables, but will consist of a large 
amount of Interesting matter la narrative 
form and of historical character, and 
will prove a revelation to the Southern 
people themselves und to the whole coun- 
try—a revelation In respect to the evi- 
dences which it will contain of Southern 
material development and of recuperative 
energies without parallel In history. The 
series of ten reports made by an expert 
in each one of the States will be preceded 
by a review of the whole subject by 
Colonel

clsion reaches several million dollars.
